A $5 parking permit will be re- 
quired for all U-lots on campus effec- 
tive Fall Semester 1991. The new 
requirement was announced by the 
traffic committee April 2. 

Capt. Mike Harroun, director of 
the BYU traffic office, said this was 
decided as part of a three-fold plan to 
become more effective as a traffic 
office in keeping track of students 
with cars. Part one of the plan in- 
volves emissions testing. 

With the $5 required registration, 
all students wanting to use U-lots 
will have to go through the same pro- 
cess as those who park in A, C, Y and 
G-lots. This includes mandatory 
testing of emissions, Harroun said. 

“Emission inspections provide 
much-needed . information .that, we 
how can only guesstimate at,” Har- 
roun said. 

The traffic office has a list of the 
counties across the nation involved 
in emission testing, so if students 
had an emissions test done in their 
home county, they will not be re- 
quired to have it redone once they 
come to Provo, he said. 

Secondly, Harroun said requiring 
all students who park in U-lots to 
register their cars will allow for 
more accurate records in calculatin 
‘statistics. He said the changes will 
be to the benefit of the traffic office 
in keeping university records, re- 
porting to the Environmental .Pro- 
tection Agency and giving informa- 
tion to anyone wanting statistics. 

“You'd be surprised how many 
times we get calls from students, fac- 
ulty and businesses wanting to know 
statistics.” 

Harroun said the third reason for 
the plan is to track down more effec- 
tively parking violators, one of the 
most prevalent parking problems. 

“Those violators, who don’t pay 
their fines thinking that because 
their car is not registered they will

U-lots that will be affected by the 

new charge are lots 19 and 20, by the 

Bean Museum, lot 37, west of the 


Kuwait needs military help

KUWAIT CITY — A government minister said 
Monday the United States will be asked to keep 
forces in Kuwait to deter any Iraqi aggression, 
saying an Iraq led by Saddam Hussein still posed a 


threat to the emirate’s security. 


Abdulrahman al-Awadi, the minister of Cabinet 
affairs, also told a news conference that he does not 
expect political parties to be legalized in Kuwait 
before parliamentary elections planned in 1992. 

Kuwait’s ruler, Sheik Jaber al-Ahmed al-Sabah, 
had said Sunday the emirate still needs military 
assistance from its allies as it starts to rebuild from 
the devastation of the Persian Gulf War. 

Al-Awadi made clear on Monday that the emir 
had been referring to the United States, which has 
more than 300,000 troops in the Persian Gulf re-

Baker visits

CUKURCA, Turkey — They stood 
on snowcapped mountainsides, as far 
as the eye could see: Tens of thou- 
sands of Kurdish refugees, fleeing 
Saddam Hussein’s armies. 

Into their midst on Monday flew 
Secretary of State James A. Baker 
III, who said he came to witness “eru- 
elty and human anguish that defy de- 
scription.” 

The refugees said when President 
Bush cut the war short, he should 
have finished off Saddam. 

“Why did they stop the 
war?,”asked Noori Briefkani, 33, of 
Dohek. 

“If they continued it two days they 
could have finished him off.” 

Marwan Abbat, a 21-year-old stu- 
dent who walked five days to get to 
Turkey, asked, “Why Mr. Bush no let 
Kurds destroy Saddam? People need 
their own country.” 

At Bush’s direction, Baker visited 
Cukurea in southeastern Turkey 
where some 50,000 refugees are clus- 
tered. Masses of men, women and 
children were stretched all around. 
There were a handful of tents and 
makeshift shacks, but most of the 
refugees were exposed to the ele- 
ments. 

Baker, who stayed seven minutes, 
gathered a crowd. The most outspo- 
ken among them was Sam Timath- 
wes, a 30-year-old Assyrian Christian 
from Kirkuk, the key oil town in 
northern Iraq which the Kurds held 
briefly before government forces 
forced the rebels out. 

“Our children are suffering from 
hunger and starvation,” he told 
Baker. “You’ve got to do something 
to help us.” 

“We know that,” Baker said. 

“We need medicine. We need food. 
We need doctors,” Timathwes said.

Miners reject Gorbachev's wage offer 


MOSCOW — Despite Mikhail S. Gorbachev’s offer to double their wages, 
Soviet coal miners refused to return to work Monday and insisted on the 
president’s resignation. 

The five-week-old walkout by an estimated 300,000 of the nation’s 1.2 
million coal miners has been joined in recent days by thousands of workers at 
more than 50 factories across the country, and general strikes are threatened 
in the republics of Georgia and Byelorussia. 

The growing labor unrest, exacerbated by drastic price increases, has the 
potential to cripple the Soviet economy. But Gorbachev, whose term in office 
runs until 1995, has steadfastly refused to step down. 

The Coordinating Council of Strike Committees, meeting in Moscow, called 
Monday for a national indexing system to boost the wages of all workers’ to 
compensate for inflation, said Alexander Sergeyev, vice president of the 
Independent Union of Miners. 

Sergeyev said the council also reiterated its four main political demands: 
Gorbachevy’s resignation; dissolution of the Communist-dominated Congress 
of People’s Deputies; resignation of the entire Cabinet of Ministers; and 
transfer of power to a Federation Council made up of representatives of the 15 
Soviet republics. 

Labor leaders in Minsk threatened to call a general strike on Thursday 
unless their political demands are met, Soviet media reported. 


U.S. school spending low, study shows 


NEW YORK — America spends a smaller share of its wealth on schools 
than two-thirds of the world’s most advanced countries, according to a teach- 
ers union study released Monday. 

Government spending on U.S. public and private education — from kinder- 
garten through postsecondary education — equaled 5.1 percent of the Gross 
Domestic Product. That ranked 10th of 15 advanced nations in 1987, the latest 
year for which comparable data are available, according to the study by the 
American Federation of Teachers. 

Denmark spent the most with 7.6 percent of its Gross Domestic Product. 

Among factors contributing to lower U.S. spending, the AFT study said 
America had the fourth highest pupil-teacher ratio of 18.7, compared with an 
average of 15.8 among the 15 nations studied. : 

The United States also had the second largest average elementary enroll- 
ments at 352 per school, compared with a 186-pupil average for the 15 coun- 
tries. 


Low-cholesterol diet beneficial for kids 


WASHINGTON — The government on Monday for the first time recom- 
mended that children join adults in following a low-fat, low-cholesterol diet, 
saying it could reduce their risk of heart disease later in life. 

“This is the major cause of death in adults in this country, and we should not 
miss the opportunity to prevent the disease from beginning in children,” said 
Dr. Ropnald Lauer, chairman of the expert panel that drafted the recommen- 
dations. 

The guidelines for youngsters are the same as those already recommended 
for the general public, but now federal officials are placing new priority on 
children. The guidelines call for limiting saturated fatty acids to 10 percent of 
calories, limiting fat intake to no more than 30 perent of calories and holding 
cholesterol to 300 milligrams a day. 

The panel also recommended that children from families with a history of 
premature heart disease or high cholesterol have their blood cholesterol levels 
tested. It acknowledged that getting youngsters to eat right can be tough but 
said that if parents, schools, restaurants and others provide healthy options 
for children it will be easier for kids to latch on to good foods.

The increasingly anxious effort to lure investors into the economic swamp- 
land that is east Germany hasn’t quite come down to a single want ad. But it’s 
getting there. The agency trying to unload the nuclear plants, ice cream 
parlors, pubs, publishers and pickle makers is putting new marketing spin on 
its pitch to adventurous investors. 

For 320 marks ($192), buyers willing to sink some cash into Germany’s 
less-desirable district can now pick up a slick catalogue that lists all 6,000 
enterprises on the block. . 

The Treuhandanstalt, the beleaguered public agency that is the official 
clearinghouse of the former nation, unveiled the catalogue Monday along with 
new rules meant to make it easier for small-time investors torbuy into east 
Germany. sea 


Court calls off researchers’ bison hunt 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK, Wyo. — Yellowstone National 
Park rangers fatally shot three bison Monday for disease research before a 
judge temporarily blocked them from killing 22 others. 

The hunt was halted by U.S. District Judge George Revercomb in Washing- 
ee, a issued a week-long temporary restraining order pending a hearing 

pril 15. 

The kill was an attempt to determine how many Yellowstone bison are 
infected with the contagious disease brucellosis. The disease can cause domes- 
tic cattle to abort their calves. 

Brucellosis can cause incurable undulant fever in humans, especially those 
who work with infected animals. It can cause recurring symptoms including 
fevers, headaches, depression and general aching but is usually mild in the 
United States, according to the American Public Health Association. Attor- 
ney Katherine A. Meyer, representing the organization Fund for Animals, 
contended that federal law bars killing animals in national parks except to 
protect human life.

Duncan also checks containers of plutonium, uranium 
and other chemicals to make sure they are not leaking 
radioactive materials. He likes his job, he said, because it 
is “totally exciting.” 

Dani Montague, a 20-year-old junior from Monticello, 
Ind., works with fossils in the paleontology lab of the 
Earth Science Museum. Paleontology is the study of 
fossils and prehistoric life, explained Montague, who is 
majoring in zoology with a minor in geology 

Montague works under the assistant curator of the 
museum and said fossil preparation is a large part of her 
job. She helps catalog and number the fossils and repair 
them if necessary. Most are catalogued for future re- 
search and reference and for possible future displays. 

' The fossils are gathered from dinosaur quarries 
throughout the region, mostly in Utah and Colorado. 

“T feel like my job was made for me,” Montague said. 

While Montague is working in the Earth Science Mu- 
seum, Dale Cox is on the opposite end of campus opening 
cans of Deseret food products. 

Cox, 24, a junior from West Jordan majoring in food 
science, works at the Ezra Taft Benson Agriculture and 
Food Institute where he and six other students perform 
quality checks on food for the entire welfare system of 
the LDS Church. All the LDS welfare centers around 
the United States and in Canada send products to the 
institute to be checked, Cox said. 

Cox said the students check one can from every batch, 
or group of 1,000 cans. For example, he might open a can 
of peaches to look for spots or pits. All canned foods, with 


the exception of pase products, are oo by the stu- 


dents. 

“In addition, Cox checks meat and runs dnalyses on 
products such as peanut butter to check for fat and salt 
content. He also examines the seams on the cans to make 
sure air cannot get in and cause spoilage. 

Cox said the food is “of better quality than most of the 
stuff you can get in stores.” He knows this, he said, 
because the students are able to take home and eat the 
food they test.

An exiled Chinese journalist will 
speak about his experiences in a lec- 
ture entitled “A Higher Kind of Loy- 
alty,” Wednesday at noon in the Var- 
sity Theater, ELWC. 

Liu Binyan was a prominent jour- 
nalist in China until he was purged 
from the Communist Party in 1957 for 
criticizing the party’s abuse of power. 
“He took on the Communist Party,” 
said Eric Hyer, assistant professor of 
political science. Liu was sent to the 
countryside to do hard physical labor 
and was forbidden to publish until 
1979. 

Liu worked as an investigative re- 
porter at the Communist Party’s Peo- 
ple’s Daily for eight years. His arti- 
cles have been described as jolting the 
very foundation of the Chinese Com- 
munist system. 

Hyer said Liu’s moral integrity, 
magnetic personality and searing ac- 
counts of corruption in the Chinese 
Communist Party have made him the 
most revered figure among dissident 
Chinese writers.

Teddy bears — 575 of them, all in 
one house in Springville. Fantasy? 
No, it’s not Goldilocks and the three 
bears, it Mary Ellen Shenck.and the 
575 bears. 

Shenck, who lives in Springville, 
only had 16 teddy bears in 1982 when 
she began collecting them, but she 
now has 575. : 

The history of the teddy bear is not 
widely known, and contrary to popu- 
lar thought, teddy bears have not 
been around since the first scared 
child needed something to snuggle 
with. Shenck said the teddy bear got 
its name from. U.S. _ President 
Theodore ‘Teddy’ Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt went bear hunting, but 
was unable to find any bears. Finally, 
he and his hunting group found one 
bear cub, but the president refused to 
shoot it. A cartoonist, C. K. Berry- 
man, drew a.cartoon about Roosevelt 
and the bear cub, Shenck said. 

Later on, at the wedding of one of 
Roosevelt’s daughters, tables were 
decorated with toy stuffed bear cubs. 

People at the wedding were im- 
pressed by the decorations and asked 
what kind of bears they were. Some 
witty person said, “It’s a ‘Teddy 
bear,’ of course.” 

The first teddy bears were manu- 
factured in 1902 by the Herrman and 
Steiff company in Europe, and the 
Ideal company in the United States. 

“Both companies claim to be the 
first manufacturers of the teddy 
bear,” Shenck said. 

Shenck’s oldest bear only dates 
from the 1940s but is still quite valu- 
able. Her most valuable teddy bear is 
a handcrafted, artist bear from a lim- 


ie ited edition of 25. This bear is me- 
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chanical and when wound, moves its 
head and arms in time to music. 
Another very valuable collection

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Shenck owns is a “Goldilocks and the 
Three Bears” collection that first sold 
for $300. The set is now worth be- 
tween $2,000 and $3,000. 

Shenck also owns a bear named 
Karim Abdul Ja-Bear, dressed in 
shorts and carrying a basketball. It 
was put out by the North American 
Bear Co. but it was pulled from 
shelves after Kareem Abdul-Jabbar 
won a lawsuit against the company. 
“When I first bought the bear it cost 
$30. It’s now worth about $800,” 
Shenck said. 

In 1990, a bear at the Southby’s 
Auction in England sold for $67,000, 
Shenck said. The bear was an early 
Steiff. 

There are all kinds of teddy bears. 
Some are made with plush, others 
with mohair, some all one piece, some 
move their heads and arms, Shenck 
said. Shenck even owns a bear made 
of mink. 

“There is lots of interest in bear 
collecting,” said Shirley Paxman, 
owner of the McCurdy Historical Doll 
Museum and Shop.in Provo. 

“Winnie the Pooh is probably the 
all-time popular bear.” 

Paxman said the museum also has 
several old and valuable bears, in- 
cluding a few bears dating from 1903. 

Bear collecting is a growing hobby, 
having almost reached the popularity 
of i stamp and coin collecting, she 
said. 

Shenck said she buys her bears ev- 
erywhere — from second-hand stores, 
swap meets, antique shops and regu- 
lar retail stores. 

“I may buy several in one month 
and then not buy any for a while,” 
Shenck said. 

“I tend to buy a lot of them on vaca- 
tion.” Shenck also buys bears adver- 
tised in different teddy bear publica- 
tions. 

Shenck not only collects stuffed 
bears, but also bear paraphernalia. 
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She has more than 600 bear Christ- 
mas tree ornaments. 

Shenck also enjoys collecting teddy 
bear figurines and food shaped like 
teddy bears or in teddy bear contain- 
ers; her house is full of them. 

Michael K. Holt, 23, a senior major- 
ing in business management from 
Loomis, Calif., who is Shenck’s 
nephew, said Shenck has a birth cer- 
tificate for each of her bears. 

“She’s bear crazy,” Holt said. 

There are several national publica- 
tions available for the teddy bear col- 
lector, Shenck said. 

A number of books have also been 
written about teddy bear collecting, 
including famous ones by Peter Bull, 
Shenck said.

Environmentalists are complaining 
about a “cut” in the mountainside 
near a Seven Peaks landscaping pro- 
ject. 

“A cut has been made that was not 
needed,” said Jim Harris, UVCC as- 
sistant professor of biology. “The 
sight looks like a gravel pit — rock 
cannot be re-vegetated.” 

Provo City Chief Administrator 
Thomas Martin said the Seven Peaks 
Resort plan was reviewed by the 
planning commission. “Seven Peaks 
is required to re-seed the whole area 
and the project must be satisfactory 
before any bonds will be issued by the 
city,” he said. 

Provo resident Mark Clemens said 
the landscaping project originally 
planned for a funicular — a cable tram 
— but the forest service did not ap- 
prove it. The only landscaping ap- 
proved was for a golf course. “But 
Seven Peaks still cut into the moun- 
tain,” he said. 

Martin said, “Dialogue is continu- 
ing to take place between Seven 
Peaks and the Forest Service. We’re 
giving Seven Peaks time to resolve 
problems.” 

John Woolf, Provo resident said, “I 
live where the cut is — it’s an ugly 
scar. When is it going to be fixed?” 

Martin promised that the previous 
commitments made by the City Coun- 
cil to oversee the project still hold 
true. “We will make sure Seven 


Peaks follows through, at which time 
the bonds will also follow through. 
Complaints at this stage are prema- 
ture,” he said.

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UVCC center election today; 
Bangerter urges voter support

Utah County residents have the 


opportunity to vote today on the 
$7.7 million bond to fund the pro- 
posed special events center at Utah 
Valley Community College. 

At a press conference Monday, 
Gov. Norm Bangerter said he sup- 
ports the bond election and urged 
Utah County residents to vote in 
favor of the proposal. 

The governor said the center 
would be a benefit not only for the 
college, but for the entire county. 
“If I were a resident of Utah 
County, I would vote yes,” he said. 

The center would have a 10,000 
seat arena, exhibit space and would 
also be used as a physical education 
facility by UVCC. 


Chuck Peterson, a legislator from 
Utah County, encouraged those in fa- 
vor of the center to vote. 

Many believe the bond will pass 
easily, because of the community sup- 
port: for the building, but a light 
turnout is expected at the polls, which 


could sway the outcome of the elec-: 


tion. 

County commissioners have said in 
the past that a 1 percent restaurant 
tax will be used to pay off the $7.7 
million bond, instead of a property 
tax. 

Monday, Commissioner Malcolm 
Beck said the tax will be implemented 
regardless of whether voters approve 
the bond or not. If the bond is de- 
feated, the money from the tax will be 
used to finance other recreational 
projects in the county. The tax will 
probably go into effect this summer. 


Bangerter said UVCC will be the 
major college for local residents in 
thefuture because of the enrollment 
cap at BYU. The events center and 
physical education building will en- 
hance the college. 

Peterson said 5,200 Utah County 
residents attend UVCC already. 

County Commissioner Gary Her- 
bert said the development of the 
center was a good example of how 
government should operate. The 
state was already going to provide 
$10,000 to build the physical educa- 
tion facility, but concerned citizens 
saw the opportunity to expand the 
facility to a special events center if 
the county would provide $7.7 mil- 
lion. 

Residents then approached the 
county commission with the idea, he 
said. 


Red Cross continues to help troops 


Agency wants to raise $30 million for Mideast relief effort

The American Red Cross continues 
to serve the troops stationed in the 
Middle East although the Persian 
Gulf War has ended. 

A worldwide appeal for financial as- 
sistance has been made by the Inter- 
national Red Cross (ICRC) to help 
those affected by the war to meet ba- 
sic needs for food, water, shelter, 
clothing and medical care. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross has pledged to raise 
$30 million for the total $112 million 
issued by the ICRC. 

“Our goal is to raise $30 million for 
the Gulf Crisis Fund. This fund will 
provide services to the armed forces 
and to their families back home,” said 
Chloe Langston, Military Social Ser- 
vices director for the Central Utah 
Chapter of the American Red Cross.

Area doctor 
sentenced 
to service

In 4th District Court Friday, a 
Provo ophthalmologist was sentenced 
to 56 days in the county jail for pre- 
scription fraud but was given the 
choice of 672 hours of service at the 
hospital in lieu of jail time. 

Dr. Paul F. Olson, 40, of Provo, 
was sentenced after pleading guilty to 
five counts of third-degree charges of 
acquiring controlled substance by 
fraud or misrepresentation. 

The violations happened June 8, 
1990, when Olson wrote prescriptions 
supposedly for patients, and then 
picked them up for his own use. The 
drugs Olson obtained were Halcion, a 
sleeping pill, and Lortab 7, a pain re- 
liever. 

Max Wheeler, defense attorney, 
said he contacted hospital administra- 
tors to get approval for service in- 
stead of jail time before presenting 
this option to the judge. 

On Friday, Harding suspended five 
prison terms running concurrently up 
to five years. 

He also approved the community 
service in light of the hospital ap- 
proval. 

The community can be better 
served by taking advantage of his 
professional skills, Harding said. Ol- 
son’s serving community service 
hours at the hospital was viewed posi- 
tively. 

Olen told Harding, “T have a great 
deal of remorse.’ 

Olson must be available for random 
drug and alcohol testing and must 
continue the outpatient treatment 
program throughout his three year 
probation.

ICRC assists displaced civilians 
and refugees until their homes can be 
rebuilt and their lives restored to or- 
der. Prisoners of war will continue to 
receive humanitarian treatment from 
the Red Cross in accordance with in- 
ternational law. The American Red 
Cross has 115 people who will also 
stay with the troops who remain in 


‘the gulf over the summer or the dura- 


tion of their assignment. 

The American Red Cross Emer- 
gency Communications Network 
(Amcomm) will also continue to func- 
tion as long as the troops remain on 
duty. Amcomm is the only 24-hour 
international network that allows ser- 
vice members and their families to 
exchange messages. 

During the war, Amcomm was put 
on emergency status only. Red Cross 
workers could only relay messages 
concerning births, deaths or serious 
illness to the troops. 
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_ Every Wednesday 
Memorial Lounge, Wilkinson Center 
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Shortly after the war ended, the 
restriction was removed for every re- 
gion except Saudi Arabia. Since Au- 
gust when the war began, the Red 
Cross has relayed emergency mes- 
sages to service members. 

Locally, the 2,400 Red Cross chap- 
ters across the United States will ac- 
cept inquiries from those who are 
anxious about the fate of relatives liv- 
ing in Kuwait and Iraq. 

Information and referral services, 
family counseling, organization of 
family support groups and other pro- 
grams will continue as long as service 
members and their families remain 
separated. 

“Things are different now that 
troops are coming home. There are 
adjustments to be made,” Langston 
said.

Cancer

The Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center in Provo has recently been 
given a three-year approval of accred- 
itation for its cancer research and 
treatment program. 

Established by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons in 1932, the Ap- 
provals Program encourages partici- 
pating hospitals to equip and staff 
themselves to provide the best in can- 
cer diagnosis and treatment.. 

The program promotes consulta- 
tion among family physicians, sur- 
geons, medical oncologists and other 
cancer specialists to treat various 
types of cancer. 

“Our hospital participates in three 
national cooperative-group studies, 
two of which are in radiation therapy 
and children’s cancer,” said Dr. T.J. 
Blair, an oncologist at UVRMC. 

“Our hospital has the largest cancer 
clinic south of Point of the Mountain in 
Utah,” said Anton Garriety, public 
relations director for UVRMC. 

“We offer all treatments available 
by other hospitals and work with all 
kinds of cancer,” Garriety said. 

By 1998, UVRMC plans to add a 
third cancer treatment machine to 
keep up with the growing number of 
cancer patients. 

The patient load in the last four 
years has been more than double the 
combined number of patients seen in 
the first six years since the clinic 
opened. 

Patients diagnosed or treated for 
cancer are listed in the tumor reg- 
istry. Information collected. through 
the registry allows hospitals to partic-
